WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


peace between the two battling, 
major regulatory bodies in nma« 
teur athletics has failed to 
materialize despite a formula 
devised by a federal sports arbi- 
tration board which spent the 
past 26 months mediating the 
feud. 


Just 5% hours after the board 


— headed 
by labor mediator 


Theodore Kneel— made Its re- 
commendatios public, one of the 
organizations issued a state- 
ment saying it would continue to 
operate as it had in the past. 


The board established in its 


29-page report three categories 
of track meets in this country— 
with varying sanctions. And it 
proposed 
a five-year binding 


arrangement in an effort to set- 
tle the dispute between the Am- 
teur Athletic Union and the 
National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation. 


The NCAA and the AAU have 


been fueding for the past half 
century but the battle has be- 
come increasingly heated dur- 
ing the past few years. If any- 
thing, it has worsened during 
recent weeks.

Kneel had said the board 


would assist during the chan-

Diseased Heart Valves 
Replaceable With Plastic 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—Can surgery be per- 


formed on the valves of the 
heart or on a hole in the parti- 
tion between the left and right 
side of the heart? 


A—Yes. Badly d i s e a s e d 


heart valves can be replaced 
with plastic valves and septal 
defects can be repaired. Both 
operations depend on the use 
of the artificial heart-lung ma- 
chine which keeps the mood 
circulating while bypassing 
the heart itself.

Q—I have a pulse rate of

Into Wages

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Infla- 


tion took the biggest percentage 
bite in seven years from pay in- 
creases and other Income gains 
won by Americans during 1967, 
the federal government reports. 


The after-tax income- aver- 


age for every man, woman and 
child in the nation last year rose 
by $151 to $2,735, the govern- 
ment said today, but when ad- 
justed to take in inflation's ef- 
feet on prices the gain boiled 
down to only $74. When figured 
at 1958 price level, (he per capi- 
ta Income would be $2,391. 


The report came in the newest 


compilation of economic data
